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A Snitch In Crime 

OC law enforcement hid unholy alliance with serial killer who wanted $50,000 to 

recall ‘memories’ against other defendants 


F ive years ago, Oscar Moriel’s resume 
contained impressive Mexican 
Mafia credentials: burglar, robber, 
carjacker, thug and convicted felon. Then 
28, Moriel was also a serial killer with a 
body count of at 
least six, includ¬ 
ing one person he 
shot four times in 
the back and oth¬ 
ers he assassinated 
in drive-by shoot¬ 
ings—or, as he calls 
it, “hunting.” 

Despite those 
accomplishments, 
the Delhi Gang 
member hoped to 
add snitch to his 
professional repertoire. The goal made 
sense. Already in pretrial custody for four 
years for a 2005 attempted murder, he 
faced California’s Three Strikes law and 
the well-earned prospect of never return¬ 
ing to freedom. 

To launch his informant plan, Moriel 
asked for a Feb. 17, 2009, meeting with 
Santa Ana Police Department (SAPD) offi¬ 
cers David Rondou and Charles Flynn. The 
two homicide detectives came with all the 
sarcasm they could muster after years of 
working among lowlifes. Ignoring the offi¬ 
cers’ bravado, the gangster observed that 
SAPD appeared “stumped” solving kill¬ 
ings, needed assistance to win convictions 
and could secure his memories for a price. 

“I might be able to help you out if my 
memory can fall back in place,” said a 
cocky Moriel. “It might not be able to 
fall back in place because [the killings 
occurred] a long time ago. People forget. If 
I can grab spots of my memory and make it 
seem like it was yesterday, then... I think 
a little bit more than consideration [in my 
own case], I’m looking for. Uh, options 
would be nice. Right now, I’m in a place 
with no options. I’m looking at a third 
strike. I’m looking at life in prison. So, the 
more options I have to work with and to 
choose from, the better position I’ll be [in] 
to think more clearly.” 

With that offer, law-enforcement 
officials—including the FBI—partnered 
with Moriel. He’d supply “memories” of 
hearing confessions prosecutors needed 
to win convictions and serve as a mole 
inside the Orange County Jail (OC J). In 
return, the cops promised they’d work 
to allow the killer to quietly emerge into 
civilized society. 

Five months after that first meeting, 
detective Flynn and Orange County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department deputies Ben Garcia and 
Bill Grover met with Moriel. There was no 
cop chest-thumping this time. All the play¬ 
ers were now teammates. “You’re doing 
stuff for me, and then I’ll be doing stuff 
for you,” Flynn told the sociopath. “You’ll 


get maximum consideration [in your own 
case] for everything you do. You do a lot, 
and we do a lot. You do little, and you get a 
little.... Understand?” 

‘Yeah, I understand,” replied Moriel. 

Because a jury is entitled to know of 
government witnesses’ motives to gauge 
testimonial credibility in the pursuit of 
justice, prosecutors can’t hide their deals 
with informants. That tenet is common 
sense. But Deputy Public Defender Scott 
Sanders spent a year studying the lack 
of prosecutorial disclosure in multiple 
murder and gang cases, and he concluded 
officials systematically cheated before 
hiding evidence of their misdeeds. Rev¬ 


elations made during unprecedented, 
ongoing evidentiary hearings inside 
Superior Court Judge Thomas M. Goeth- 
als’ courtroom repeatedly bolstered Sand¬ 
ers’ argument. 

In my column “Public Defender Makes 
Snitch Filet” (March 28), I reported that 
Sanders won the release of a bombshell 
document written by an Orange County 
district attorney’s office homicide inves¬ 
tigator who cautioned colleagues to 
hide key evidence from defense lawyers 
because the concealment “will likely 
greatly enhance the prosecution.” 

More recently, the Goethals hearings 
produced a recording between Flynn and 
Moriel in which the SAPD officer assured 
the informant his mission and reward 
will never be open to outsider inspection. 
“This [deal] just goes in my file, in my safe 


at the police station, and no one has access 
to it,” Flynn said. 

Moriel responded, “Good.... This is 
important.” 

It’s also well-established law that 
police and prosecutors can’t violate a 
pretrial inmate’s constitutional right to 
not talk to authorities by secretly employ¬ 
ing surrogates, such as other inmates, 
to ask the government’s questions to 
obtain damning information. There’s 
theoretically no problem when an inmate 
stumbles upon valuable information or 
squeals on another inmate if the evi¬ 
dence is not obtained at the direction of 
law-enforcement officers. But, as with 


ex-Mexican Mafia shot-caller Fernando 
Perez, Sanders uncovered evidence jail 
deputies rotated targeted defendants into 
cells next to Moriel, as inmates can use 
plumbing for communication. They also 
provided the snitch fake court and OC J 
documents to maintain the appearance of 
a loyal hoodlum. 

“I want fresh chitchat from [inmate and 
homicide suspect Isaac Palacios],” Flynn 
told Moriel. “I’m going to put you on that.” 

According to new evidence, the killer 
hoped his work would win him an off-the- 
books payoff of $50,000 in public funds, 
the expunging of his lengthy criminal 
rap sheet and a recommendation by law 
enforcement to enter the U.S. military. 

“That’s good shit,” a satisfied Moriel said. 

Grover replied, “You want to legally kill 
some people, huh?” 


‘Yeah I want to go. I want to go fight, if 
that’s possible.” 

Detective Flynn said, “It’s, uh, much nicer 
when it’s Uncle Sam behind you on it.” 

“That’s what I figured,” said Moriel. 

Replied the cop, “Then, you know, you 
get away with it.” 

“That’s cool.” 

Flynn recommended the Army and 
observed, “Put your fucking hand up, and 
bam! You know you’re on the way.” 

Moriel didn’t hide his excitement, but 
Flynn reminded him “the sooner” he 
obtained alleged confessions, “the bet¬ 
ter” his chance for reward. For five years, 
prosecutors including Erik Petersen 
made “persistent efforts to conceal” the 
informant’s “writings and other relevant 
discovery in order to manipulate the pre¬ 
sentation of Moriel as a witness,” Sanders 
told Goethals. 

The informant might not yet wear a 
military uniform, but he has already won 
benefits. Though charged in the 2005 
attempted murder, Moriel’s case is in 
suspicious, never-ending hibernation. 
District Attorney Tony Rackauckas’ office 
has delayed the trial 37 times in nine years, 
according to court records. 

OCDA officials, who in February 
insisted they complied with all legal obli¬ 
gations and bitterly attacked Sanders as an 
unhinged conspiracy nut, conceded after 
Goethals’ forced document production 
that prosecution teams fouled up more 
than 11 cases—including, incredibly, ones 
involving the death penalty—by robbing 
defendants of evidence during trials. In 
March and April, prosecutors softened 
attacks to argue all errors had been inno¬ 
cent (or to blame underlings or ignorance 
of the law or secrecy-obsessed federal 
prosecutors). But as Sanders continued 
to stockpile favorable evidence, outright 
anger resumed in May, with prosecu¬ 
tor Howard Gundy labeling the public 
defender’s work “vile” and “outrageous.” 
SAPD’s Rondou testified he “prays” for 
Sanders’ soul when he’s not seething about 
the disclosures. 

Because he has given Sanders the 
chance to make his case—a nod few other 
OC judges would have had the courage 
to permit, Goethals faces a potentially 
costly decision: How to punish years of 
government abuses? Whether he will 
cave to the dominant force in the coun¬ 
ty’s legal system—the prosecutors—or 
slams them remains a topic of courthouse 
chatter. Either way, expect the political/ 
legal establishment to kill his judgeship 
when Goethals—a 62-year-old former 
defense attorney and high-ranking OC 
prosecutor—faces the end of his term in 
January 2017. The public must believe 
our criminal-justice system is beyond 
reproach, right?

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Is UC IRVINE DOING AS MUCH AS IT CAN TO 

HELP STUDENTS WITH MENTAL-HEALTH ISSUES? I BY CHARLES LAM 


T he flags in front of the traffic circle at UC 

Irvine are at half-staff, fluttering weakly in a 
nearly imperceptible breeze before a crowd 
of hundreds of students. A microphone sits between 
the campus’ two iconic flag poles, and there’s an 
array of mismatched illumination—tea lights, LEDs 
and traditional candles collected quickly over the 
three-day Memorial Day weekend. 

Directly in front of the mic, half a dozen bou¬ 
quets of flowers rest next to four letters written 
spelled out with glowing cups: UCSB. The crowd is 


hushed, murmurs quieted by a moment of silence 
called to remember UCI’s sister campus, UC Santa 
Barbara, following a killing spree that left seven 
dead and 13 wounded. 

The mic is open for anyone who needs to speak, 
and emotions run high, from anger to sadness and 
disbelief. Eventually, a graduate student approaches 
the microphone. "I went to UCSB for undergrad,” 
she says, her voice firm and clear at first. “Now, 
where I used to work is a crime scene. Where I 
lived is a crime scene.”

As she continues, her voice begins to 
quiver; she sniffles and begins to sob. The 
only other sound is the hum of the loud¬ 
speakers. "I just want to thank everyone 
here,” she finally says. “Every campus has 
had a candlelight vigil, and it’s helped a 
lot of us grieve. Thank you.” 

As more students speak, topics range 
from the importance of reaching out to 
lonely students to gun control and misog¬ 
yny. To the right of the stage, therapy 
dogs sit on green grass with their han¬ 
dlers; they offer affection to anyone who 
pays them attention. 

Up the stairs and behind many of the 
500 students in attendance is a folding 
table crowded by half a dozen staff mem¬ 
bers from the UCI Counseling Center, 
offering tissues, tea lights and an open 
ear. By now, it’s 9 p.m., four hours after 
the office’s normal closing time, but 
they’re needed. 

Administrators now take their turn at 
the microphone. One of the first to speak 
is Counseling Center Director Jeanne 
Manese. “I wanted to remind students 
that for any reason, the Counseling Cen¬ 
ter is here, and we’re here for all of you,” 
she says in a quiet yet steady voice, paus¬ 
ing to notice a murmur throughout the 
crowd. “We understand that things are 
happening, and we’re doing our best to 
serve your needs. I want to share with 
everyone that in helping yourself, you’re 
also helping other people to reach out.” 

Manese concludes her remarks with 
a quote she attributed to George lies, an 
obscure 19th-century author: “‘Hope is 
faith that lights the darkness,”’ she intones. 
“Thank you, and please use the Counseling 
Center whenever you need to.” 

I t’s in moments of collective tragedy 
that individual students—many of 
whom are already beset with educa¬ 
tional, social and financial pressures—can 
be most vulnerable to mental-health 
issues. Traumatic events, even a school 
shooting on another campus, can com¬ 
pletely derail a student already on the 
edge, setting him or her up for anxiety, 
depression or other issues. 

At UCI, it falls to the Counseling Center, 
a department of just more than two dozen 
full-time staffers (and slightly more student 
staff), to maintain the mental wellness of 


the school’s nearly 30,000 undergraduate 
and graduate students, many of whom are 
for the first time leaving their homes and 
losing their support systems. But some say 
UCI is not doing enough. Some students 
feel the services offered are too few for a 
campus of its size, that the wait times for 
initial consultations at the Counseling Cen¬ 
ter are dangerously long, that the cap on 
sessions is detrimental to student health, 
and that outreach services aren’t reaching 
enough. In short, they argue, the university 
needs to do more. 

After all, UCI has seen more student 
suicides over the past eight years than 
any other university in Orange County: 

11. In 2006, a UCI undergraduate leapt 
to her death from an llth-story window 
at a hotel in Atlanta. A year later, a male 
undergraduate was found in a social- 
sciences building with a fatal gunshot 
wound to his head. A year after that, a 
male transfer student suffered a gunshot 
injury to the head while in Fontana. In 
2010, an international graduate engineer¬ 
ing student was discovered by a pair of 
hikers with a plastic bag over his head 
days after he had disappeared from his 
apartment, taking nothing but some 
petty cash. Last year, a prominent LGBT 
speaker jumped to his death from the top 
of a parking structure as other students 
looked on. 

In that same time frame, both Cal 
State Fullerton and Chapman University 
reported no suicides. 

The Counseling Center’s offices are 
located next to one of the most foot- 
trafficked areas on campus, though its 
doors are set away from the circular road 
that rings the campus. It shares one of 
the campus’ older buildings with other 
student services and is located just across 
from the gleaming Student Center, with 
its food courts, offices and pub. 

The center’s physical layout is like 
American patient-privacy laws mani¬ 
fested as architecture: Students enter¬ 
ing the lobby must climb a set of stairs 
and maneuver a claustrophobic hallway 
before finding the reception desk. The 
building is quiet, save for the echoing 
footsteps of the occasional patient walk¬ 
ing on the beige tile that leads to the 
1980s carpet. Most of the center’s staff are 
behind closed doors, working with stu¬ 
dents who have already made it into the 
system. Even the bathrooms are hidden 
behind keypads. 


The building is so small and funding so 
short that the Counseling Center cannot 
add any staff. According to the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Counseling Services 
(IACS), the organization that accredits 
university counseling programs, schools 
should have one full-time psychologist or 
psychiatrist per 1,000 to 1,500 students. 
UCI currently employs 18 full-time coun¬ 
selors (in addition to one fellow and sev¬ 
eral interns) for nearly 30,000 students— 
a ratio of one to approximately 1,650. In 
Orange County, only Cal State Fullerton’s 
Counseling Center is more anemically 
staffed, with 15 full-time counselors for a 
slightly larger student body. Meanwhile, 
Chapman University employs six full¬ 
time counselors for approximately 7,100 
students. To reach recommended staffing 
levels, UCI’s Counseling Center would 
have to hire two additional staff members. 

Just getting an appointment at UCI’s 
Counseling Center can be difficult. By 
the time students decide they might 
need help, they may have to wait months 
before they can actually receive it, a point 
the center’s director concedes. “With all 
of the recent mental-health needs, I think 
it’s easy to say we feel understaffed,” 
Manese says. 

Due to the staff shortage, students 
have to wait two weeks before they can 
speak with a counselor during the best 
cases. If they decide to wait until the 
most stressful portions of the quarter- 
midterms and finals—they may have to 
wait three months before an appoint¬ 
ment can be made. Students who feel 
they need “urgent care”—who believe 


they are “in crisis”—or who are referred 
by other concerned persons can see a 
counselor the same day, after walking 
into the center’s office and filling out 
some paperwork, though some students 
who may qualify for urgent care choose 
to initially schedule a normal consulta¬ 
tion instead. 

Compared to other University of Cali¬ 
fornia campuses, the situation at UCI is 
even grimmer. Only three UCs are unac¬ 
credited by the IACS—Irvine, Merced 
and Los Angeles. And despite its lack 
of accreditation, UCLA employs nearly 
twice as many counselors per student 
as UCI. 

At UC Irvine, students have long 
asked for more services. Op-eds on the 
underfunding of the Counseling Center 
in the New University date back nearly a 
decade, with the most recent one printed 
earlier this year. “The reality is that our 
Counseling Center is not offering enough 
resources for students to feel safe and 
heard,” wrote Parshan Khosravi in the 
April 8 edition of UCI’s school news¬ 
paper. “Maybe it’s because of lack of 
funding, or maybe due to the lack of care 
toward mental-health services.” 

An April meeting between UC Presi¬ 
dent Janet Napolitano and student stake¬ 
holders to discuss the hiring of a new 
chancellor unexpectedly veered into the 
subject of Counseling Center funding, 
with particular attention paid to wait 
times. In February, the Associated Gradu¬ 
ate Students passed legislation requesting 
an expansion of the center. The campus’

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administration has acknowledged the 
issues, but thus far, it has only been able 
to apply temporary fixes as it awaits new 
space and more funding. 

“Our space has been there for decades,” 
says Marcelle Holmes, who has been the 
the assistant vice chancellor in charge of 
wellness, health and counseling services 
since 2012. “For now, we’re being creative 
with the resources we have. In the short 
term, we’ve been cutting back on some 
of our outreach. It’s a temporary strategy 
to free up time for our counselors to see 
more students.” 

T he college years are particularly 

stressful for many people, combin¬ 
ing moving, lost support, relation¬ 
ship issues, financial pressures, questions 
about identity, increased academic rigor 
and becoming an adult. Indeed, statistics 
show that college students are one of the 
groups that most need mental-health ser¬ 
vices. According to a study conducted by 
UCLA in 2011, one in five people in Cali¬ 
fornia are eventually diagnosed with a 
mental illness, with one-quarter of those 
diagnoses occurring between the ages of 
14 and 24. 

In a 2006 study, the University of 
California discovered that a quarter of its 
students arrive on campus already tak¬ 
ing some form of medication for mental 
health. “We’re way beyond your stan¬ 
dard relationship and break-up issues,” 
Holmes says. “Students come to the 
university with a history of cutting and 
self-harm, prior hospitalizations. Those 
situations need to be managed.” 

Challenges can be even worse for 
graduate and Ph.D. students. Accord¬ 
ing to a survey of UCI graduate students 
conducted in 2008, nearly one-third of 
those students had a mental-health issue 
that affected their education. In the same 
study, 30 percent of graduate students 
reported thinking about suicide, with 8 
percent having attempted it. 

With no money to expand counseling 
services, UCI administrators have gone to 
seemingly desperate lengths to discour¬ 
age students from killing themselves. Last 
year, the university spent thousands of 
dollars on planters placed next to several 
buildings to dissuade jumping, the hope 
being that students looking over the edges 
of stairwells would see the flowers and 
greenery and decide not to leap. Many of 
these planters can be found in the Social 
Science Plaza, dotting the area’s tall stair¬ 
wells; they are mostly used by students as 
trash cans. Signs with contact informa¬ 
tion for suicide-prevention services have 
also been posted on various tall buildings, 
including those in the social-sciences 
area, where two of the most recent sui¬ 
cides took place. 

“We’re the size of a small city, so we 
do have some suicides that do occur,” 
Holmes says. “Every case is different. It 
could be family or financial pressures, 
substance abuse. It’s something that’s 
certainly a concern for us, and there’s a 
lot of things the campus is doing to try to 
reduce those risks.” 

But some of those service changes 
came too late for many students, includ¬ 
ing 21-year-old Tim McCormack. He’s 


a senior engineering student currently 
working his way into the computer- 
science program, though he’ll have to 
attend school for at least one additional 
year—maybe two—before he can gradu¬ 
ate. The Lake Los Angeles native has 
been dealing with anxiety since he was 
in high school and depression since he 
started college. 

Now, McCormack’s doctors think he 
might have bipolar disorder, though he 
says he hasn’t experienced any highs. By 
his estimation, he has taken nearly every 
available serotonin re-uptake inhibitor (a 
class of antidepressant), as well as other 
medications. “[Anxiety] started gradu¬ 
ally,” McCormack says. “First, it would be 
hard to speak, hard to breathe. My hands 
would go numb. Over time, it progressed 
to this horrible sense of worry that my 
whole world was collapsing on me. The 
worst part was that it progressed to hor¬ 
rible vomiting.... A lot of math finals that 
I’ve taken at UCI, I would vomit either 
before or after.” 

During his worst bouts of depression, 
McCormack would have trouble getting 
out of bed each day. Over time, he gained 
50 pounds. In October 2012, he finally 
made an appointment with the Counsel¬ 
ing Center, but they weren’t able to see 
him until December. By then, campus 
police had sent him to UCI Medical Cen¬ 
ter in Orange for involuntary observation 
after a friend interpreted as a possible 
suicide note a mass text he sent out stat¬ 
ing, “I’m not going to hang out with you, I 
don’t want to do anything.” 

Doctors held McCormack for about 40 
hours with several other patients. When 
he finally met with the Counseling Center 
in December, McCormack says, the staff 
looked over his paperwork, and then told 
him that they couldn’t help him—that 
he needed long-term therapy that they 
couldn’t provide. “They seemed very 
not caring; they seemed very not profes¬ 
sional,” he says. 

And they didn’t bother to give him 
a referral to the Health Center. Today, 
McCormack receives services from the 
UCI Student Health Center, which offers 
long-term mental-health services and to 
which the Counseling Center normally 
refers long-term patients, though McCor¬ 
mack says he found them himself. The 
Counseling Center refers students to 
other agencies when the students have 
possible health issues that need to be 
ruled out or if they have long-term psy¬ 
chiatry or psychotherapy needs. 

According to Counseling Center policy, 
McCormack should have received a refer¬ 
ral. “They set appointments up every two 
weeks for me, just to make sure I’m okay,” 
he says. “They refill my prescriptions. I 
found them because I thought, ‘There’s 
got to be something the campus can do to 
help.’ I just felt miserable; I didn’t want to 
feel miserable.” 

Complaints don’t stop just at bottle¬ 
necks at the Counseling Center. Some 
students feel that faculty and staff don’t 
have the competency to work with stu¬ 
dents who need extra help, especially 
when it comes to mental-health issues. 
For instance, McCormack qualifies for 
such disability services as test reschedul¬ 
ing, time extensions and prepared notes, 
but to receive such accommodations can 
become an odyssey. 
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Students and their doctors must fill 
out lengthy forms that need to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Disability Services Center. 
That department works closely with 
Student Health Services and the Coun¬ 
seling Center, and students who use 
one of those services frequently qualify 
for others. After the forms have been 
accepted, students must contact profes¬ 
sors themselves to receive aid. If pro¬ 
fessors refuse, students then have to go 
back to the Disability Services Center, 
at which point the center advocates for 
the student. 

“It’s not even the Counseling Center 
or [Student Health Services ] that’s the 
issue for me; it’s everyone else,” says a 
fourth-year informatics student who 
asked to remain anonymous. “People 
don’t have sensitivity training on how 
to not be an asshole. Like faculty, you go 
up to them, and you say ‘I’m depressed’ 
or whatever, but they’re very standoff¬ 
ish. They don’t know what to say or 
what to do.” 

In 2013, the student was living in the 
dorms when one of his roommates, Chris- 
tien Rodriguez, an RA and prominent 
LGBTQ mentor and speaker, withdrew 
from school. In March of that year, Rodri¬ 
guez jumped from the top of a campus 
parking structure. “When you’re an RA, 
you get to pick your own roommates,” 
the student explains. “A year before, I 
had asked on Facebook if anyone needed 
someone to live with, and he was very 
nice and said I could live with him, even 
though he barely knew me. Now, when 
you go through the forms, they make it 


very clear that if your RA for whatever 
reason has to leave the campus, they can’t 
guarantee you a spot.” 

After Rodriguez committed suicide, 
housing administrators almost immedi¬ 
ately contacted his former roommates 
about relocating. “The situation hap¬ 
pened, and I was like, ‘So, hey, housing, 
I’m not doing that well; could you ease off 
a bit,”’ the student recalls. “Nobody else 
in the apartment was doing well, either. 
But [housing] was like, ‘No, you need to 
pack; you need to go.’” 

Being told he had to move out right 


away wasn’t exactly the support the 
student says he was hoping for. “It was 
terrible,” he says. “I was on medication, 
in intensive therapy, calling my therapist 
every day, telling him, ‘I’m going to kill 
myself. I hate this. I hate this school; I 
hate everything about this place.’... It 
was not a great situation.” 

A s Counseling Center funding has 
struggled to keep up with need, 
more specialized services have 
been created to help students before

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they arrive at the point at which they 
require counseling. The Campus Assault 
Resource and Education Center provides 
confidential support and counseling for 
survivors of sexual assault and relation¬ 
ship abuse. The Student Outreach and 
Retention Center, funded partially by 
student fees approved by referendum, 
works with students who are facing aca¬ 
demic challenges. The LGBT Resource 
Center additionally offers support and 
events for that 
community. 

The National 
Alliance on 
Mental Illness 
(NAMI), the 
United States’ 
largest mental- 
health non¬ 
profit, is also 
starting to do 
more work on 
campus through 
its Santa Ana 
office. In 
Orange County, 

NAMI provides 
free support 
groups, phone 
lines and educa¬ 
tion to people 
living with 
mental ill¬ 
ness and their 
friends and 
families. 

In May, 

NAMI sent 
two volunteers 
to campus, a 
mother and son 
who had both 
gone through 
counseling 
after the son 
fell into depres¬ 
sion and alco¬ 
holism. They 
shared their life 
stories with the 
hope of dispel¬ 
ling some of the 
stigma around 
mental illness. 

More than 
100 students 
attended the 
event, which 
was held in two of the largest rooms in 
the Student Center and whose question- 
and-answer session nearly lasted longer 
than the stories. 

“We do things like this every year,” 
Holmes says. “Either there are people 
who have gone through their own issues 
or there are people with disabilities.... 

It helps to reduce stigmas. When you 
start to normalize that everyone has 
struggles or that everyone has friends 
with struggles, students don’t feel so 
alone or secretive.” 

Even with its full-time staff now 
mostly dedicated to direct counsel¬ 
ing, the Counseling Center still offers 
a series of peer workshops utilizing 
its student staff called Friends Help¬ 
ing Friends, aimed at specific difficult 


events. Among the topics covered are 
making new friends, relationship transi¬ 
tions and test anxiety. 

On May 14, as the spring quarter 
was winding down, a Friends Helping 
Friends seminar took place in a small 
room in the student center. The subject 
matter was “life transitions,” just in 
time for the graduation of the class of 
2014. “Change can be difficult,” a flier 
advertised. “There are some major life 
transitions that can be stressful. Come 
learn to cope with and prepare for 
major life transitions.” 

Roughly 
40 students 
attended the 
one-hour class, 
led by three 
peer mentors 
guiding their 
wards as they 
went through 
ice breakers 
and discus¬ 
sions about 
careers and 
education. The 
mentors stood 
at the front of 
the room, sur¬ 
rounded by an 
uneven sprin¬ 
kle of students 
in seats. The 
more asser¬ 
tive students 
sat close to the 
front, while 
meeker ones 
stayed farther 
back. Though 
there were a 
fair amount of 
empty chairs, 
the mentors 
ran out of 
handouts. 

“So, what 
are some ways 
that we can 
find out what 
we want to do 
for a career?” 
one of the 
mentors asked. 
He paused 
purposefully, 
his eyes scan¬ 
ning the room 
for any hint of 
a volunteer. 
Eventually, they settled on one of the stu¬ 
dents closer to the front. 

“You could do internships,” she 
responded. “Or you can volunteer.” 

“Yeah, that’s good,” a different mentor 
chimed in. “You can do internships or 
volunteer, and you can always ask your 
friends about the things that they do.” 

Light on content, but full of wholesome 
earnestness, the seminar didn’t seem likely 
to dilute the tremendous psychological 
strain faced by UCI’s student body, at least 
not overnight. But for the mismatched 
group of misplaced souls in attendance, it 
at least gave them somewhere to belong, 
as well as a sense that someone is there to 
help. And, in the end, that might just be 
exactly what they needed.

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Tom Cruise Is Back! 

(And Back! And Back!) 

Smart Edge of Tomorrow keeps killing its star

I n 1986, peaceniks were mad at Tom 
Cruise. That year, the Navy thanked 
Top Gun for boosting enlistment 
another 20,000 recruits. Since then, he’s 
made more critiques of military than 
advertisements, most of which (Lions for 
Lambs, Born On the Fourth of July, The 
Last Samurai, Valkyrie) j’accuse bad lead¬ 
ership of wasting the lives of a few—or a 
million—good men. 

With Edge of Tomorrow, Cruise comes 
full-circle. He plays Lieutenant Colonel 
Bill Cage, a medaled propagandist who 
goes knock-kneed at the sight of a paper 
cut. In peacetime, he was an ad man 
who had dabbled in ROTC. Now that 
Earth is under siege from the Mimics, 
whirling space monsters that look like 
dreadlocked wigs dipped in steel, he has 
been drafted to serve as a slick talking 
head who goes on FOX News to urge the 
poor and dumb dregs to sign up and be 
slap-chopped to shreds. As he cops to his 
commanding officer (Brendan Gleeson), 
“I do this to avoid doing that.” 

Cruise’s Cage has zero intention of 
joining the fight. But Gleeson’s exasper¬ 
ated general conks him out and ships 
him to the front, where Cage wakes up 
on a pile of luggage and discovers he’s 
been demoted to private and will be off to 


battle the next day. If you’re expecting a 
hero, which you are, as this is Tom Cruise, 
you’ve met the wrong guy. Cage dies 
immediately. But then he snaps awake 
back on those bags and realizes he’s going 
to relive and re-die those 24 hours until 
he either wins the war or goes utterly 
mad from the Promethean torture. 

Directed by Doug Liman (The Bourne 
Identity), Edge of Tomorrow is a clas¬ 
sic war movie crossbred with a Loo¬ 
ney Tune. Like the world wars of the 
past century, the enemy is embedded 
in Europe and spreading across the 
globe, with humanity’s hopes pinned on 
reclaiming the coast of France, a fight 
that Liman stages with the chaotic car¬ 
nage of Saving Private Ryan. However, 
instead of olive drabs, the soldiers are 
decked out in 80-pound exoskeletons 
that force them to walk with the heavy, 
high-stepping lurch of drunks in raver 
boots. It’s a novel mash-up, a gray-toned, 
serious war picture with all these over¬ 
dressed goofballs stomping around. 
Underneath his metal chaps, one soldier 
cheekily refuses to wear pants. 

To work, Edge of Tomorrow must both 
make light of death, lest the audience be 
ground into despair, and rally us to care 
whether Cage lives. Liman walks this 


tricky tightrope: We chuckle when fellow 
soldier Rita Vrataski (Emily Blunt, whose 
biceps look bigger than Cruise’s) shoots 
Cage like a fallen racehorse so the day 
can restart, but every time he jolts back to 
life, we feel for his gulping, startled agony. 
The Wile E. Coyote fatalities are fun, but 
it’s that repetitive moment of horror that 
holds this bipolar stunt together: Cruise, 
bug-eyed and gasping for breath as he 
shakes off his fear and grimly prepares for 
the next suicide mission. 

The middle of the film is an exhausting 
montage of murder, the bracing oppo¬ 
site of all those movies whose heroes 
race through bullets as if they were as 
harmless as raindrops. The script works 
better when it slows down and the 
screenwriters (Christopher McQuarrie 
and Jez and John-Henry Butterworth) 
toy with our definition of suspense. As 
Cruise and Blunt make a daring dash for 
help, our hearts race. Will they outrun 
the Mimics, find a working helicopter, 
dodge that plummeting plane? Slowly, it 
sneaks up on us that Cage himself isn’t 
scared: He’s lived and died through this 
before and is just working through every 
doomed option as would a kid dutifully 
reading each page of a Choose Your Own 
Adventure book. Practice has made him 


perfect, at least up until a point, allowing 
Liman to rework the bedlam of the open¬ 
ing battle until it resembles a beautiful, 
deadly dance. 

Cruise hasn’t physically aged out of 
action roles (whether he’s matured out 
is another question). Now 51, the new 
bags under his eyes make his character’s 
boyish hucksterism seem even more 
desperate. Despite the gizmo suit, we’re 
always aware he’s a man, not a machine. 
Edge of Tomorrow carries itself as though 
it’s a groundbreaking blockbuster, but at 
its core, it’s simply asking the same ques¬ 
tion that Spock raised in Star Trek II: The 
Wrath of Khan: Do the needs of many 
outweigh the needs of the few? While 
Cruise has the ability to save the indi¬ 
viduals in his platoon from their fates, 
is it moral to let them die if it means he 
can end the war? With godlike pressures 
such as these, it’s no wonder he looks as 
though he hasn’t slept. 

Edge of Tomorrow is the rare summer 
shoot-’em-up that understands the fragil¬ 
ity of life. More hopeless than heroic, it’s 
not going to boost military enlistment 
rates. But Cruise’s perpetual sacrifice 
makes us want to salute this soldier who 
bravely, often blindly flings his body in 
harm’s way—and especially those troops 
in our own universe who know real life 
doesn’t have a reboot.

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS In life, it's 
cancer's job to try to kill you. In fiction, 
it's cancer's job to make you cry. In John 
Green's ferociously popular young-adult 
novel The Fault in Our Stars, cancer 
does its job like a pro. Without being too 
maudlin or sticky, it effectively opens 
up the cathartic flow. You'd hope that 
35-year-old director Josh Boone's film 
adaptation, which hews close to the 
book, should do the same. But something 
gets stuck in the pipeline: The Fault 
in Our Stars doesn't quite capture the 
discreetly twisted humor, or the muted 
anger, of Green's book, and its problems 
can be attributed to a constellation of 
little annoyances rather than any one 
serious, North Star-size flaw. Shailene 
Woodley plays Hazel Grace Lancaster, a 
17-year-old whose lungs have betrayed 
her—as she puts it, they suck at being 
lungs. Her illness will kill her sooner than 
later. Augustus Waters (Ansel Elgort) 
is a philosophical ex-basketball player 
with a tendency toward grandiose 
pronouncements. She's cautious about 
letting their attraction blossom into a 
love affair; she doesn't want to leave 
Augustus with a hole in his heart when 
she's gone. Her resolve doesn't last, and 
it shouldn't, leading to a highly dubious 
first kiss way upstairs at the Anne Frank 
House in Amsterdam. Where else? 
Woodley is an appealing actress, though 
she needs to be reeled back in her big, 
dramatic moments, when her voice hits 
the high, nut-busting notes of a hectoring 
chipmunk. Elgort can't navigate his solilo¬ 
quies without sounding annoying and 
pompous. But there are certain aspects 
of this half-dreamy, half-earthbound 
romance that Boone gets just right, 
and sometimes a good cry is just what 
the doctor ordered. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

BLENDED A romance ripped from the 
pages of Deuteronomy, Frank Coraci's 
Blended posits that the best reason 
for a woman with sons and a man with 
daughters to get married is that they can 
take care of each other's kids. Quel prag- 
matisme! In the world of this sitcom love 
story, men are from Mars and women 
should be from a defiled menstrual tent 
far enough away that Adam Sandler 
won't have to hear them talk about 
tampons. (To be fair, in Blended even an 
elderly pharmacy clerk is eager to tell 
Sandler about the size of her vagina.) 
Sandler and Drew Barrymore play single 
parents with zero dating experience 
whose first blind date is, naturally, a 
disaster. Their characters married before 
college graduation, managed to spawn 
five kids between them, and yet, despite 
spending almost two decades with their 
former spouses (one dead, one a dick), 
have never learned anything about 
the opposite sex. Hell, they could have 
learned everything they needed to know 
about each other by watching another 
romantic comedy as bad as this: He's 
the schlub who mans a sports store with 
Shaq; she's the pearl-clenching worka¬ 
holic who co-owns a closet-organizing 
company. Will she school him on respon¬ 
sibility? Will he teach her to loosen 
up? Duh. Will Blended take two hours 
and a trip to Africa to get there while 
implanting uncomfortable messages like 
"girls aren't pretty without long hair"? 
Alas, yes. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE DISCOVERERS In his debut feature, 
Justin Schwartz is clearly drawing 
from the same bag of tricks as many 
of his indie comedy predecessors, but 


he's refining them. Even his wide, Wes 
Andersonian compositions have a pur¬ 
pose. Paintings are everywhere in this 
film about shaping history, setting up a 
nostalgic framework before the central 
characters forge out into the semi¬ 
unknown. After the death of his mother, 
harried academic Lewis (Griffin Dunne) 
is forced to return home to Idaho with 
moody teens in tow. They arrive to find 
that grieving Grandpa Stanley (Stuart 
Margolin) has begun to take his "rather 
unhealthy Lewis and Clark obsession" 
to the next level. And so the disgruntled 
tribe sets off, period costumes and all, 
reenacting the 1804 expedition with a 
band of history buffs in order to humor 
the family patriarch. Madeleine Martin 
demonstrates furtive indie starlet poten¬ 
tial as daughter Zoe, speaking in a Daria 
Morgendorffer-style monotone tinged 
with more sweetness than snark. Much 
of the comedy stems from her weary 
observations ("Did we just see some 
white dude in war paint and leather skiv¬ 
vies?"), vegan diet, and droll demeanor 
throughout one of the more disastrous 
dad-running-out-for-tampons scenarios 
ever portrayed on film. In contrast, son 
Jack (Devon Graye) doesn't say much at 
all besides the occasional "cool." The 
dysfunction may be perfunctory, but in 
this gorgeous natural setting—Schwarz 
makes full use of the stunning woods—it 
feels like new territory. The discovering 
in question involves fathers discovering 
who their children have grown up to 
be, and the idea of history, or a clumsy 
reenactment of history, is played well 
as a metaphor for one's own lineage.

MALEFICENT Boil Maleficent down to 
one newt's nose-size piece of advice 
and you'd get this: Don't dump Angelina 
Jolie. As seen through director Robert 
Stromberg's lens, the antlered arch¬ 
villain of Sleeping Beauty is a sympa¬ 
thetic scorned woman, equal parts Gloria 
Gaynor, Princess Diana, and Lorena 
Bobbitt, with a dash of Euripedes' Medea 
thrown in for class. The cad is an ambi¬ 
tious thief named Stefan (Sharlto Copley), 
who romances Maleficent for several 
decades until he betrays her for the 
chance to become king. And so she does 
what any wounded woman would: curse 
his baby daughterto an inescapable 
coma. Like Ozthe Great and Powerful, 
Maleficent considers itself a revisionist 
fairy tale that spins a demonized witch 
into a feminist icon. Hardly. Both movies 
hinge on the idea that being rejected 
by one dude is enough to make any girl 
nuts. At least in Wicked, the witch turned 
evil because of her politics. Still, Jolie 
carries her embittered witch with the 
dignity of Nefertiti. She rarely speaks, 
preferring to sulk and scream. The 
effects team has enhanced the actress' 
otherworldly beauty: the cheekbones jut 
out like cliffs; the green eyes glow. For 
a children's movie, Maleficent makes 
one hell of a Vogue pictorial, eschew¬ 
ing the breakneck pacing expected 
of a PG Disney flick for the art-house 
rhythms of Jean Cocteau. Yet Maleficent 
suffers from the same problem that's 
sandbagged Jolie's career: Her directors 
shoot her like a goddess, but set her in 
a world that treats her like an urchin. 
Jolie's films never hurdle that key con¬ 
tradiction—the filmmakers' joy at photo¬ 
graphing such beauty versus her need to 
prove that she's more than a pretty face.

A MILLION WAYS TO DIE IN THE 
WEST Seth MacFarlane is the closest 
thing we've got to Mel Brooks, a manic 
comic who empties a six-shooter at 
the screen in every scene hoping that 
at least a couple bullets hit. He wrote, 
directed, and stars in the ruthlessly 
funny A Million Ways to Die in the West, 
yet despite it being head-to-tails his 
project, he sometimes feels layered on 


top of the film like Roger Rabbit on a 
live-action world. Oddly, or perhaps 
cannily, that works to his advantage. 

His character, a bachelor shepherd 
named Albert, doesn't want to fit into 
1882 Arizona, a nasty place where 
people die from snakes, cholera, bulls, 
fast-moving tumbleweeds, exploding 
daguerreotypes, falling ice blocks, bad 
medicine, flatulence, and, of course, 
each other. Groans Albert, "We should 
all just wear coffins for clothes." Pre¬ 
mass-media and seemingly pre-literacy, 
the townspeople are so ignorant that 
Gilbert Gottfried is able to pass himself 
off as Abraham Lincoln. On the night he 
plans to flee for San Francisco, Albert 
befriends a tomboy beauty named 
Anna (Charlize Theron) who convinces 
him to stick around for a week. Since 
she's secretly married to a murderous 
outlaw (Liam Neeson), the pair are 
free to do something truly unusual for 
any Hollywood genre: pal around as 
platonic friends. (At least for a while.) 

It's hard to pin down how MacFarlane 
conceives of himself. "'I'm not the 
hero," Albert insists. "I'm the guy in the 
crowd making fun of the hero's shirt." 
But MacFarlane can't resist trying do 
to both, as if, deep inside of himself, 
he wants to be a real boy after all—an 
actor who might conceivably one day 
be cast in a movie without a fart joke.

THE OTHER WOMAN The sexual politics 
of Nick Cassavetes' decidedly un¬ 
romantic comedy The Other Woman are 
intriguingly European and, at their core, 
kind of groovy. Wronged Connecticut 
wifey-wife Kate (Leslie Mann) seeks 
out her husband's mistress, sexy 
city-slicker and high-powered lawyer 
Carly (Cameron Diaz), looking to her 
for answers: Why is my husband such 
an asshole? And can we be besties? 
Carly, who began her relationship with 
Mr. Infidelity (played, with cool Michael 
Douglasian sleaziness, by Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau) not knowing he was 
married and cut him off once she got 
the tip, at first wants nothing to do with 
needy, high-strung Kate. But before long 
the two get cozy, and when they dis¬ 
cover the philandering hubby has a third 
mistress, they pull her into their unlikely 
sisterhood, too. (She's played, as a lik¬ 
ably self-aware ditz, by Kate Upton.) The 
basic idea behind The Other Woman 
is perversely progressive: When a 
straight married man strays in real life, 
the first person his scorned wife usually 
blames is the vixen who led him to the 


whoring bed. The underlying assump¬ 
tion, sexist at heart, is that women are 
the schemers, men the innocent naifs. 
The Other Woman, written by Melissa 
Stack, doesn't immediately buy into that 
baloney. And ideally, it would have pro¬ 
vided a showcase for Diaz and Mann, 
both gangly, gifted comedians who 
know their way around a zinger, not to 
mention a pratfall. Each has a terrific 
moment or two, but in the end, they do 
what all women in comedies like this 
must: They pull their lives together and 
clink glasses over how awesome they 
are, without ever going to the trouble 
of being genuinely awesome. (PG-13)

RIO 2 Frantic, broad, and terrified of losing 
its young audience's attention for even, 
like, one single picosecond, Bio 2 feels 
like biting down on a golf-ball-size bolus 
of Skittles while a youth counselor sit¬ 
ting backward in a chair fist-bumps you 
and shouts, "The environment is cool, 
brah!" Visually, it's a shrapnel grenade 
packed with crayons exploding directly 
into your eyeballs. Having settled down 
with his mate, Jewel (Anne Hathaway), 
to raise three hatchlings in a Rio de 
Janeiro sanctuary, blue macaw Blu 
(Jesse Eisenberg) learns from the T.V. 
that biologists have discovered a flock 
of his own, endangered species in a 
remote region of the Amazon. The fam¬ 
ily migrates to the jungle, where Jewel 
finds her father, Eduardo (Andy Garcia), 
a Great Santini figure who can't relate 
to Blu's domesticated attachment to the 
GPS he keeps in his fanny pack. Mean 
parrot Nigel (Jemaine Clement), having 
been resurrected between films via 
some improbably human emergency 
medical intervention, pursues the family, 
bent on revenge. Rio 2 wants to be a 
musical, but instead of timing songs to, 
say, the emotional peaks of the charac¬ 
ters, director Carlos Saldanha opts for 
high-intensity intervals of singing every 
four minutes. Whenever the writers 
can't come up with a deafening enough 
punch line, they just kill something as 
a gag—piranhas leap out of the river 
and munch a chorus line of capybaras 
to their bones; a jaguar leaps out of the 
foliage and swallows a "Memories"- 
singing arboreal ingenue. Oh, and 
there's some stuff about loggers cutting 
down the jungle. (G) Chris Packham.

X-MEN: DAYS OF FUTURE PAST 

In 2011's X-Men: First Class, Jennifer 
Lawrence played a well-behaved do- 
gooder named Raven. Radicalized by the 


murder of her mutant friends (including 
January Jones' plot-haltingly wooden 
Emma Frost), Raven ditched her estab¬ 
lishment name and rechristened herself 
Mystique. When we meet her again in 
1973, the setting of most of X-Men: Days 
of Future Past, Mystique is plotting to 
assassinate anti-mutant activist Dr. Bolivar 
Trask (an eerily calm Peter Dinklage). 

That act will lead, 50 years later lead, to 
the total destruction of life on our planet. 
That's where the film starts: a present- 
day apocalypse and piles of lime green 
corpses, some fresh and some already 
artistically mulched. The last of our aging 
X-Men—those actors happy to collect 
another X-check as long as it doesn't 
require anything strenuous—are days 
away from death. With help from Ellen 
Page as pocket-size quantum physicist 
Kitty Pryde (I'm giving names because the 
film itself doesn't bother), the X-Men seize 
on a Hail Mary last hope: send Wolverine's 
(Hugh Jackman) consciousness back in 
time into his younger body so he can find 
Mystique before the pivotal murder and, 
you know, very nicely ask her not to. You 
have to admire X-Men' s audacious Trig¬ 
gering of history. Even at their clangiest 
the films have never forgotten that these 
metal, ice, claw, and magma brawls are 
really metaphors for acceptance. Luckily 
for the franchise, we've marginalized so 
many groups that each generation can 
layer its own struggle over the mutants'. 
Still, all this good-intentioned selflessness 
means that the movies don't have room to 
enjoy themselves. Future Past starts fast 
and never slows down. There's not a line 
of dialogue that isn't exposition. (PG-13)

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OC Gets Another 
Malaysian Restaurant! 


Old Malaya Grill opens in Huntington Beach

H ave you had nasi lemak, the national 
dish of Malaysia? Unless you’re 
from there or are familiar with the 
cuisine, chances are you haven’t even heard 
of it. In OC, there are more Vietnamese 
restaurants than there are McDonald’s, but 
I only need one hand to count all the Indo¬ 
nesian, Singaporean and Malaysian restau¬ 
rants put together. But here’s how prevalent 
nasi lemak is in Malaysia: A few years ago, 
when health officials in Penang noticed 
Malaysian children were getting fatter and 
fatter, they didn’t fault burgers or sugary 
soft drinks; they went after the nasi lemak, 
blaming the dish for the higher rates of 
obesity and even attempting to limit its sale 
to minors. It might be the name. Translated 
literally, “nasi lemak” means “fatty rice.” 

The rice is indeed rich, steamed after 
being flavored with coconut cream and 
made aromatic with pandan leaf. It can 
be a satisfying meal on its own, but it isn’t 
complete without sides of ikan bilis (fried 
anchovies with peanuts), slices of cucum¬ 
ber, hard-boiled eggs and a healthy dollop 
of sambal. Some might embellish it with 
a piece of fried chicken or the spice-laden 
braised beef dish called rendang, but these 
aren’t essential. Up to about a month ago, 
the last nasi lemak I had was at Belacan 
Grill, then the only Malaysian restaurant in 
Orange County. Now there’s another. 

Old Malaya Grill, which has been open 
for roughly a month, offers a version in 
which the fragrant rice is formed into 
a dome and served next to a puddle of 
dark sambal that’s more sweet than spicy. 
Included are all the required accouter¬ 
ments, but perhaps the best is the piece of 
ayam goreng berempah that owner/chef 
Nur Digiovanni adds by caking a piece of 
chicken with spices as though they were 
breading, then frying the bird until the skin 
turns a crisp mahogany and the meat bursts 
with juices. 

Before she opened Old Malaya Grill, 
Digiovanni was a mortgage banker who 
occasionally moonlighted as a caterer for 
the consulate general of Malaysia in LA. 
And if I had to guess, it’s her nasi lemak that 
must remind the Malaysian ambassador 
of home. Digiovanni’s dish is flawless. But 
when I decided to take my family of seven 
to her restaurant on a Saturday night, she 
was already in the weeds. Hers is a slip 
of a restaurant that seats exactly 24, but 
she struggled to keep up with the 10 or so 
dishes we ordered. She later apologized, 
revealing that in the two and a half weeks 
her place had been open, she had to hire a 
new chef after the first one stopped show¬ 
ing up. And now, both she and the new guy 
were still getting used to working together. 
On top of that, the two front-of-the-house 


staff weren’t available that night because of 
the long Memorial holiday weekend. 

Throughout the evening, I noticed 
Digiovanni grow increasingly out of breath 
as she did double duty in the kitchen and 
dining room. After apologizing again, 
she vowed to do better next time. I know 
she will; despite being short-handed, 
Digiovanni still managed to produce a 
feathery roti canai, a lighter cousin of 
naan. Her roti jala—a lacy pancake that’s 
a cross between a crepe and doily—has an 
omelet-like tenderness. She served both 
with a thick bowl of curry in which to dip 
them—the same one she doused noodles 
with for a curry laksa that could nourish for 
days. Her beef murtabak was also excellent, 
redolent of turmeric-seasoned ground beef 
and encased in a crispy cocoon similar to an 
egg roll skin. Her satays, though, could’ve 
used a little more char; and her satay 
sauce, which consisted of mostly coarsely 
chopped peanuts and a hint of lemongrass, 
wasn’t what I’m used to. But that’s just 
the proud Indonesian in me talking—nasi 
lemak might be Malaysia’s national dish, 
but satays are ours. 


My Indonesian family enjoyed her 
smoky mee goreng, in which egg noodles 
were wok-tossed with dark soy sauce, 
shrimp, egg and potatoes. There was also 
the simple but decent kway teow soup, for 
which tape-wide rice noodles and chewy 
fish balls swim in a golden broth sprinkled 
with chives and crispy fried shallots. We 
also liked the tender squid rings bundled 
inside a banana leaf with lemongrass and 
whole kaffir lime leaves, the entire thing 
roasted over the fire until the banana leaf’s 
edges turned to soot. The ayam masak 
merah—a hearty dish of fried chicken 
pieces smothered in a reduced sauce of 
spices and tomato—was something I’m 
looking forward to eating again, along with 
more of that supposedly fattening nasi 
lemak. But maybe in another month or so, 
after Digiovanni has had a chance to catch 
her breath.

Into the Indo

W hen an immigrant community sets 
up an enclave, the first two busi¬ 
nesses opened are for worship and to 
buy the homeland's foodstuffs, whether 
in a restaurant or store. OC's small Indo¬ 
nesian community has followed this tem¬ 
plate somewhat seamlessly. The county's 
first Indonesian restaurant opened up in 
the 1990s in Orange before decamping 
to Diamond Bar—too soon. Early last 
decade, a Christian church catering to 
the community arrived in Fullerton, and 
a couple of years ago, Warung Pojok 
opened up in Garden Grove, bringing 
Indonesian food backto the county. 

Since then, more churches and restau¬ 
rants have slowly crept in, meaning the 
Indonesian community is thriving. 

How thriving? In 2010, ABC Indomart 
opened up in a Fullerton strip mall 
more famous for hosting Genghis Khan 
Mongolian BBQ. It is unapologetically 
Indo—unless you know exactly what 
you're looking for, you're going to walk 
in and immediately feel mystified as to 
how humanity can have so many differ¬ 
ent flavors of shrimp crackers. It's a tiny 
mart, just three aisles of groceries, a big 
freezer in the back and a smaller cooler 
in the front. The only decor is in the front 
window, which rotates posters of what¬ 
ever concerts or festivals are upcoming 
(usually in Duarte—why Duarte, Edwin?). 
But this is where non-Indonesians can 
get a quick primer on how one of the 
most fabulous cuisines on Earth gets 
constructed. There are shelves, for 
instance, of seasonings offered by Munik, 
the McCormick of Indonesia. Other aisles 
feature noodles, make-your-own-tempeh 
kits, even a couple of Dutch items thrown 
in as a shoutout to the archipelago's for¬ 
mer colonial masters. In the frozen sec¬ 
tion exists packets of milkfish and other 
meats. Soft drinks, chocolates, deter¬ 
gents, everything—ABC Indomart will fill 
all your Indo needs, especially those you 
never knew you had. 

The only thing I've never found here is 
actual prepared food. People in the past 
have boasted about getting quick, simple 
meals, but either the owners were out of 
food whenever I ask for it, or the owner 
thought I was the health inspector and 
told me nothing was available (it's hap¬ 
pened in the past, you know). Or maybe 
the owners no longer feel the need to 
sell it, with more Indonesian restaurants 
rumored to be opening and the commu¬ 
nity asserting itself in 0C life. So swing 
by, grab whatever suits your fancy, and 
marvel at all those shrimp crackers.

hose cabrones at Civic in SanTana 
sure stick to the local-local-local 
mantra. Not only do the owners 
do a lot of their produce shopping at the 
downtown Farmers’ Market, but they also 
source their chorizo from the legendary 
Ochoa’s Chorizo. Mild, spicy, even the 
green kind, the links pop up in different 
dishes, none better than in the wondrous 
chorizo burger. 

A puffy, crisped brioche bun cradles 
a hockey puck of mixed meats—a mild- 
flavored, still-punchy pork and a fatty- 
enough, sturdy grind of beef (sorry, no 
word on the cut or provenance, hipsters!). 
Ochoa’s chorizo cooks up nearly greaseless,

which helps to keep this burger from leak¬ 
ing a neon-orange oil slick that would’ve 
been the fatal flaw of a lesser chorizo 
burger.

Dry-Hopped Cider 
at Phantom Ales 

W hile well never catch up to San 
Diego for number of breweries per 
capita, Orange County is going through a 
second round of openings lately. Anaheim, 
in particular, is trying to attract more, with 
local politicians promising smooth sailing for 
conditional-use permits and landlords in hard- 
hit industrial parks eager to have a steady 
stream of rent in what would otherwise be 
abandoned warehouses. 

Phantom Ales is one of the new crop of 
breweries, a winery with a dual-purpose 
license tucked away in Anaheim's gritty 
canyon area, near the city's disposal facility. 
The room is appealing, dark without being 
industrial, with four televisions playing various 
sports. Unusually, there are no taps behind the 
bar; the bartender carries out orders of beer, 
cider and food from the kitchen behind the 
doors. There are several beers on tap, includ¬ 
ing identical IPAs made with separate hops 
(Citra vs. Nelson) and a brown bitter beer that 
seems as though it'd be best on one of the few 
cold days we see in SoCal. The best thing on 
tap, though, is the dry-hopped cider. 



THE DRINK 

An apple cider that tastes like the Washing¬ 
ton apples it came from (why not Julian or 
Oak Glen apples?) without tasting like over¬ 
fermented Mott's, the dry-hopped version is 
beautiful. It seems the lightest choice, but 
make no mistake: At 9.0 percent ABV, this is 
the strongest beverage on tap here. Kudos 
to Phantom for joining Anaheim's brewery 
scene, and onward with more newbies!

nr or me, it's connecting with nature. 

I You're moving forward with only 
the help of the wind," says Chris Lee, 
owner of SAKOS apparel. "But you're 
dealing with harsh elements. You have 25 
mph winds, there's sand blowing, and the 
weather is cold." 

Lee is talking about kiteboarding, a water- 
sport that has only been popular in the U.S. 
for the past decade or so. It's a combination 
of wind surfing, regular surfing and wake 
boarding—but the athletes are weighted 
down by much more gear. Kiteboarders have 
a board attached to their feet, and a harness 
attached to their torso connects to a massive 
kite. Their bodies bend every which way, and 
when the wind and sea are just right, they 
get serious air. As much as Lee loved it, he 
thought, "There's no way I can do this on a 
regular basis." 

The Vietnamese American used his expe¬ 
rience in clothing manufacturing to build a 
team that could design gear that would with¬ 
stand the elements, look cool and prolong 
sessions. Right now, the Long Beach-based 
apparel company has two products out, 
with SAKOS' bread-and-butter being the 
cutting-edge Compression XGuard. Think 
of it as a wetsuit shirt for superheroes: The 
long-sleeved, black shirt is made from coffee 
beans and bio-ceramic fabrics, which, Lee 
says, when used together, make an incred¬ 
ibly flexible and insulated fabric that dries 
quickly, protects wearers from UV rays and 
has odor protection. 

What makes the XGuard radical, though, is 
the NeoSkin X-Form that stretches across the 
back shoulders. "This opens up the shoulder 
and helps your posture so you can breathe 
better out in the water and recover faster," 
Lee explains. Seems silly that a little piece of 
fabric could affect your posture, but, he says, 
"The reaction of the athletes was awe." 

For extra protection or a post-session 
cover up, SAKOS has the NeoSKYN jacket 
that will keep you 10 to 15 degrees warmer 
and resembles something from Back to the 
Future.

A nyone who needs evidence that 
directing for the stage is a craft, 
talent and art every bit as illumi¬ 
nating and creative as a killer script or 
spectacular acting should look no further 
than Dominique Serrand’s fascinating take 
on that chestnut of world theater, Moliere’s 
Tartuffe. And not just because there’s 
finger-fucking. 

Tartuffe is fitting on two fronts for South 
Coast Repertory. It was the first play the 
company ever produced, and since this is 
SCR’s 50th anniversary, it just makes sense. 
Second, Tartuffe is a comedy, but a dark 
one, synonymous with religious hypocrisy 
and garish piety in the name of God. And 
considering Orange County has more than 
its fair share of demented Christian fundies, 
pedophiliac Catholic priests, and institu¬ 
tions that have grown fat and bloated on 
the blood of Christ (Trinity Broadcasting 
Network, the Crystal Cathedral, Calvary 
Chapel, etc.), you don’t have to spit too far 
to lob a loogie on some man or woman of 
God exalting themselves while either falling 
somewhat short of God or making an awful 
lot of money in His name. 

Corruption and lechery are part of Ser¬ 
rand’s Tartuffe, which is based on an adap¬ 
tion by David Ball, as they should be for any 
production. But Ball’s take, which he has 
been honing since first staging it in 1998 at 
the now-defunct Theatre de La Jeune Lune 
in Minneapolis, isn’t content to regurgitate 
the most obvious thing about Moliere’s 1664 
play: religious hypocrisy has been around 
far longer than Jimmy Swaggart and the 
Catholic Diocese of Orange, and gee, wasn’t 
Moliere brilliant for saying that 350 years 
ago? No, this Tartuffe goes deeper—and a 
whole lot weirder than many productions, 
which seem content to play it as a bawdy 
comic farce with plenty of dick jokes and 


a title character who takes advantage of a 
simple, gullible master of a house, Orgon, at 
the expense of Orgon’s family and wealth. 

Religious zealousness bordering on 
outright fanaticism is at the heart of this 
Tartuffe. Wooden crucifixes appear during 
scenes of seduction and betrayal. Scourg- 
ings, perverse enactments of Catholic rites 
from communion to incense burning, motifs 
of sacrifice, and religious fetishism abound. 
The overt use of these symbols and objects 
is both hilarious and discomforting, and 
that’s supported by the imaginative move¬ 
ments incorporated by Serrand, ranging 
from mime and commedia dell’arte to inter¬ 
pretative dance and even ballet. 

The slinkiest movements are supplied by 
Tartuffe (a masterful, snaky, richly corrupt 
Steven Epp) and his two acolytes, Laurent 
(a lithe and perverse Nathan Keepers) and 
Pascal, (a silent but effective Nick Slimmer). 
As Tartuffe schemes, seduces and scourges 
himself, his two servants serve as a silent 
chorus, using their bodies to comment on 
the subtext of their master’s words. But Tar¬ 
tuffe wouldn’t be Tartuffe—just as any self- 
appointed man or woman of God wouldn’t 
be on TV—without his flock. And while 
Tartuffe is vile and manipulative, Orgon, the 
man who is Tartuffe’s greatest champion, 
is equally as culpable. Orgon’s zealousness 
isn’t found in devotion to a text, a God or 
a way of living. It’s found in his blind alle¬ 
giance to Tartuffe, someone whom everyone 
around realizes is a fake, but whom Orgon, 
for whatever reason, believes is God’s voice 
on Earth. 

Rather than playing him as a befuddled 
dolt, Luverne Seifert makes Orgon strong 
and impassioned, as well as absolutely 
convinced that where others see swine, he 
glimpses a pearl in Tartuffe. That conviction 
merely underscores the point of the danger 


of blind devotion. Whereas Tartuffe could 
very well not believe a single word he spouts 
about God’s love or his devotion, Orgon 
believes in him completely. Point being? 
How much culpability to those who believe 
in the lie bear in that lie’s perpetuation? 

Not all is doom, gloom, symbols and 
subterfuge. This is a comedy, after all, and 
not just because the stage isn’t littered with 
dead bodies at the end. When it’s funny, it’s 
very funny. Christopher Carley’s foppish 
Valere and Lenne Klingaman’s histrionic 
Mariane are suitably cloying and charm¬ 
ing as the young lovers; and Suzanne 
Warmanen’s outspoken servant, Dorine, 
nearly steals every scene she’s in. But Ser¬ 
rand’s vision isn’t content to merely jab the 
funny bone. There’s serious shit going on. 
And the play’s final image—that of a family 
that has narrowly averted disaster, of hap¬ 
pily ever after—is anything but. 

Furniture is stacked high against an 
entrance that is then bolted. Foreboding, 
instead of relief paints the character’s faces. 
And it seems clear this isn’t a family terri¬ 
fied of threats from outside the house, of 
churches, or states or movements. They 
fear what is inside that house. And ulti¬ 
mately, that’s what this imaginative staging 
of Tartuffe suggests: that while few things 
are more terrifying than a religion suppos¬ 
edly based on love and charity turned into 
a devouring worm swallowing its own tail, 
the real monster doesn’t reside in the text 
or rituals of that religion, but in the faulty 
hearts of its adherents.

R ick Gutierrez has a great friend 
in fellow funny guy Gabriel 
Iglesias, and once you get these 
two together, it’s obvious they’re like 
brothers.

OC WEEKLY; So how did you and 
Gabriel meet?

I would have been like a puppy! The 
dog pound would’ve picked me up and 
euthanized my ass! 

That’s such a romantic story. Not the 
puppy part, but the couch part. I know 
you come from a large family. Is that 
where you pooled your humor from? 

If you have more than one sibling, then 
it’s not a family—it’s an argument! 

The biggest influence on me was my 
dad because he was really funny. He 
was our critic, and he had humor in 
his intelligence. My grandfather was 
a very humorous man, too. He was a 
migrant worker who only came to our 
house three months out of the year, 
and during that time, he would do the 
craziest stuff I’ve ever seen a man do. 

He would always crack jokes, watch 
wrestling, be drunk half of the time, and 
he would give me advice in Spanish, but 
I couldn’t even speak Spanish! He was 
great! 

I watched your special, and I loved that 
your material is really relatable. Do your 
kids have an opinion on what you say 
about them onstage? 

Well, I’m not really talking about them 
because I’m talking about everyone’s 
kids. It’s like every generation before 
would work, cook, and they’d be like, 
“You don’t even know what it is to work 
with your hands.” When I grew up, you 
had to work, get smart and go to college 
to get a job. I think we’ve just gotten to 
the point where kids these days are get-

but they don’t want to work for their 
clothes. I think parents are trying to be 
politically correct with their kids, and 
it’s bullshit! I’m not going to sit there 
and talk to these kids. I’m going to tell 
them, “Clean your room, do your home¬ 
work, and shut the fuck up.” That kind 
of stuff! 

Do tell, then, since everyone seems to be 
“PC policing,” did you have to edit your¬ 
self for TV? 

Gabriel let me have free rein over my 
show. He just told me to watch the 
f-bombs, but I think I said shit a few 
times. It was a common courtesy to not 
say fuck because he liked my material 
and wanted me to go for what I know. 
I’m not politically correct because I’m 
an old dude and I don’t care. When peo¬ 
ple say, “You can’t say that,” I just say 
shut the fuck up. It’s called freedom of 
speech, and I get to exercise that every 
time I’m onstage. I don’t have to be PC; 
I’m a comic. I’m supposed to tell you 
the real deal. Gabriel is the same way, 
and his new movie that’s coming out is 
the most honest material I’ve ever seen 
anyone do. It’s amazing that he got it all 
out there and didn’t have people look 
at him differently. To me, that’s what 
being a comic is all about. We practice 
one of the last forms of free speech, and 
if you don’t like it, then move and get 
out of my way! 

Okay, so last thing: Can you give me the 
first joke you ever heard, so we can see 
how you’ve grown? 

Yeah, it was: “Do you know why Mexi¬ 
cans never get abducted by UFOs? They 
never go to the light because it might be 
the immigration department.”

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Riding the Wave 

Nick Waterhouse matures into a bigger, badder, blue-eyed-soul man

O n a brisk Thursday morning, 

one of the few things that moti¬ 
vates Nick Waterhouse to rise 
and shine is the opportunity to catch 
some waves with his dad and spend 
some quality time in the ocean in his 
native Huntington Beach. But it wasn’t 
meant to be; rough surf put an end to 
his well-laid plans. Even so, Waterhouse 
looks at the bright side of things. 

“At least it’s not as bad as the late- 
’90s,” he says. “It was an intense time 
to be around surfers. I’m bigger now, so 
they can’t beat me up.” 

The same can be said about his 
growth as a musician. Despite not fit¬ 
ting into clearly defined genre lines, 
Waterhouse’s fusion of R&B, soul, and 
garage rock won him plaudits on his 
debut, 2012’s Time’s All Gone. Tour¬ 
ing behind that album for two years, 
including a stop at Burgerama II, saw 
him play bigger rooms as his profile 
grew, thanks to both his unique sound 
and a keen sense of style. This time on 
the road helped to shape the vision he 
had for his sophomore album, Holly, 
released earlier this year. 

Despite his newfound fame, Water- 
house was aware of the pressures that 
go along with a second album. His first 
record was originally supposed to be a 


simple 45 single and was intended to be 
part of an entire collection. That album 
was recorded at a breakneck pace, but 
Waterhouse had more time to flesh out 
ideas and properly write the material 
that became Holly. More important, 
it felt to the singer as though it were a 
more cohesive body of work. 

“It’s different in that I had 
more ideas this time around.

“This time, I knew I was going 
to make a record, and I could think 
about it in terms of being a record,” he 
explains. “It’s different in that I had 
more ideas this time around. There 
was less of a rush and more thoughtful 
than the first record was, and I have 
a lot of things going on. There was 
something bigger going on than just 
individual songs.” 

Co-producing Holly with Kevin 
Augunas (Cold War Kids, Edward 
Sharpe and the Magnetic Zeros) also 
helped. The two shared similar techni¬ 
cal philosophies, and before he worked 


on producing rock albums, Augunas had 
a strong background in jazz, something 
that was important to Waterhouse. This 
is reflected not only in the lyrics, in 
which Waterhouse traces the journey 
of a girl named Holly, but also in the 
tightly woven horn section that grooves 
along to surf rock. 

Committed to creating a particular 
sound, Waterhouse has embraced what 
people such as Chico Hamilton and 
Human Expression bring to the prover¬ 
bial table. Putting aside categorization 
has allowed him to create something 
with feeling that cuts across different 
styles. While others may be concerned 
about Waterhouse’s snazzy image and 
emergingbrand, the musician realizes 
that if his songs aren’t good, then the 
external factors don’t mean a thing. 
“People have notions of designing their 
T-shirts and websites before they write 
any songs,” he says. “All I’m concerned 
with is the energy of all the songs.”

Killing ‘Kumbaya’ 


King Buzzo’s solo acoustic project is the work of a 

devilish Dylan

I f Buzz Osborne’s solo debut, This 
Machine Kills Artists, sounds unlike any 
other acoustic record in existence, that’s 
because it is. The 17-track album (released 
under Osborne’s stage name, King Buzzo) 
incorporates a dark, brooding ambiance 
reminiscent of early Delta blues records 
blended with the sort of heavy riffs associ¬ 
ated with Osborne’s band the Melvins. That 
said, the disc isn’t merely a drummer-less 
Melvins album because the material was 
written as a solo acoustic EP that soon grew 
into an LP. 

OC WEEKLY; A lot of solo acoustic music 
is boring, repetitive and uninteresting 
after two minutes. Your record is none of 
these. Why? 

BUZZ OSBORNE: Thank you. I tried hard 
to make it something that wasn’t a normal 
acoustic record. I approached it differently. 
Most of them sound like a cross between a 
half-assed Woody Guthrie and “Kumbaya,” 
which I’m so not into. I wanted it to be as 
threatening and powerful as anything I’ve 
ever done. I don’t think there’s another 
acoustic record like it. 

It’s not like singer/songwriter stuff. It’s 
intense and heavy. 

I was adamantly opposed to that. Bob Dylan 
and David Bowie have done really amazing 
acoustic stuff that doesn’t sound like that. 
What was good about Dylan was he was 
mean-spirited, and in the singer/songwriter 
thing, that rarely happens unless they’re 
talking about some chick. Then, it’s like, 
“Who cares? Nerd gets his heart broke. 
That’s the oldest story in the book. Let’s try 
for something else.” What made me a fan 
of Dylan was he took Woody Guthrie and 
Pete Seeger and bettered it. He did what 
they didn’t do, which was he was super¬ 
mean-spirited and finger-pointing. Mine’s a 
little more introspective. Who knows? I’m 
not one to lead people by the hand and tell 
them, “Here’s how it all works.” The jour¬ 
ney is half the battle. 

My whole point was like, “I can’t gut 


everything I’ve ever done.” I’ve had people 
go, “It sounds too much like the way you 
play electric.” And I go, “Do you tell that 
to Neil Young? Are you fucking joking? I 
sound too much like me?” I’ve received a 
lot of constructive criticism over the years, 
and there isn’t one piece I’ve heard from 
anyone that I could take away and go, “This 
guy’s got a point.” To stand there and get 
dressed down by somebody, even if it’s in a 
polite way, is super-unnerving. Like, I want 
to go, “I don’t know anything about you, but 
I think your girlfriend’s ugly.” 

From a musical standpoint, the songs 
sound complete, even though it’s only one 
person playing. 

I worried over that incessantly. I would 
write songs, and when I felt like they were 
finished, I’d go to the studio and record 
two or three songs at a time. We’d record 
the guitar in vastly different ways. There’s 
no direct boxes or amps—it’s all just mic’d 
acoustic guitar. Very few songs are the 
same. We did a lot of doubling the guitar to 
make it more interesting. That gave it more 
dynamic range, as opposed to setting up 
and recording 17 songs with the exact same 
set-up. That certainly was not the case. 

Also, I realized what was going to make 
this record more interesting was the songs 
needed to be shorter. Only a couple of them 
breach the four-minute mark. 

Was this written as a record or just a bunch 
of songs? 

As a record, certainly. All of them in con¬ 
junction with what I had already done. The 
hard thing was figuring out what was going 
to work as a complete song with an acoustic 
song. Like, I wrote these Melvins songs, so 
about half the set is Melvins songs, so I had 
to find ones that would work on the acous¬ 
tic, which is a lot of fun.

iin range County's country music 

scene is kind of asleep right now," 
Alice Wallace says, despite a fan base 
that has supported acts everywhere from 
the late, great Crazy Horse to the Honda 
Center. "There's a lot of indie, punk rock, 
even some blues. Country is buried and 
kind of underrepresented." 

Instead of just complaining about the 
situation, Wallace did something to help 
to fix it. The Fullerton-based front woman 
recently joined forces with some of Orange 
County's top local country artists to create 
a weekly "California Country" series at 
Big's Bar & Grill in Fullerton. Wallace hits 
the Friday-night showcase this week and 
hopes the fledgling series will light a fire in 
the local country-music community. 

Wallace's knackfor saccharine melo¬ 
dies, impeccable Appalachian-style yodel- 
ing and storytelling make her an ideal 
person to bring some extra hee-haw to this 
grassroots movement. The Florida native's 
sophomore full-length album, A Thousand 
Miles From Home , was released late last 
year and spawned multiple mini-tours, 
including an upcoming two-week run with 
her guitarist Tom Bremer that meanders 
through Southern California, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Colorado and Utah. 

Wallace's involvement in the series 
began after a gig in March, when she met 
Daniel Bonte of local country outfit Daniel 
Bonte and the Bona Fide. The two perform¬ 


ers sparked a conversation about the need 
for a reliable home for country music, as 
well as the importance of uniting artists in 
the genre. 

This lead Bonte to recruit Wallace for an 
unofficial roundtable meeting that included 
Bill Bennett of Secret Chief Culture, Ry 
Bradley, Bo Renaud and Brad Lewis. 

After building on advice from Bennett, the 
remaining organizers began shaping the 
country night at Big's in hopes of reviving 
Orange County's dormant scene. 

"Daniel [Bonte] spearheaded the 
whole thing," says Wallace. "Everybody's 
doing their thing and trying to make it, but 
nobody's teaming up. We're hoping this 
snowballs and attracts new attention to 
country music here." 

Wallace garnered attention of her own 
overthe past year, picking up OC Music 
Award Nominations for Best Country/ 
Americana and Best Live Band, as well as 
an invitation to perform at the upcoming 
Groovefest American Music Festival in 
Cedar City, Utah. The Groovefest organiz¬ 
ers additionally asked Wallace to teach a 
yodeling workshop, a vocal aspect of her 
performances that she feels is a crowd¬ 
pleasing run at reviving a lost art. 

Her affinity for soaring high notes began 
with '90s singer/songwriter Jewel and 
eventually lead to her discovering such 
legendary artists as Hank Williams and 
Jimmie Rodgers and drawing further influ¬ 
ence from the likes of Emmylou Harris and 
Patsy Cline. 

Wallace feels there's a market for 
quality country music in Orange County, 
starting with "California Country" nights, 
but, she admits, the challenge lies in find¬ 
ing a way to tap into that market. "I think, 
in a lot of ways, country gets a bad rap," 
says Wallace. "We're trying to create a 
sense of community so people who want 
to see good country music know where to 
find it."

h\j ou know,” my best friend Art 
told me, three gin-and-tonics 
into our night at Deva’s in Tus- 
tin, “bikini bars are pervier than strip clubs.” 

Five Jamesons in, I had to agree. It wasn’t 
just because the bartender for the night, 
Devin, was a tall blonde with a strip of black 
sequins barely covering her mons pubis 
and a length of white T-shirt holding back 
her fabulous D cups (“They’re not triple- 
Ds,” she asserted to a customer). It wasn’t 
because the walls next to the restroom were 
wood panels out of a Mitchell Brothers 
porno, or that said paneling had cartoon 
stickers of women eating each other out. It 
wasn’t even because the men’s restroom had 
a coin-operated “Shocking Erotic Photo” 
machine (which really was just two topless 
phots and a flier for Adam and Eve—fuck 
you, I want my 50 cents back!). 

“You know what it is?” I slurred. “The 
whole point of bikini bars is to keep looking 
at the bartender and hope for a nip slip.” 

It’s true. Throughout that Saturday night, 
the middle- and bro-aged men at Deva’s 
never averted their gaze from Devin. Oh, 
conversations were had: about Obamacare, 
about Devin’s ex-husband, about transmis¬ 
sions and other things blue-collar stiffs 
shoot the shit about. But all eyes were on 
her: on those short-short shorts that showed 
just a tad of ass crack. On the cleavage that 
swung low every time Devin had to reach 
for beers—at one point, two guys looked 
down her shirt, then at each other and 
smiled contentedly. On her perfectly tanned 
skin.

Devin knew; Devin didn’t care. When 
you’re dressed in less cloth than the average 
dish rag, you control everything.

Maga gym and Persian cobbler. It’s hidden 
in the corner, with its own parking lot and 
back-door entrance for those who know. 

An American flag hangs outside the bar, a

Devin only 
talked to us twice. 
Shortly after we 
walked in, she 
wiped down the 
bar counter. “It’s 
really sticky,” 
she deadpanned. 
<r Who knows 
who might’ve 
sat here?” We 
laughed; 
she stared. 

The other time 


was even more awkward. Whenever Art 
and I get together, we talk about the same 
things people who’ve known each other 
since seventh grade talk about: everything 
and nothing. Our conversation about per¬ 
version eventually led to Trainspotting, 
the cult classic that was a formative film in 
our life (that’s where this infernal rag got 
the term “coffin dodger” from to refer to 
old people). We were singingthe praises 
of Rents, Begbie and Sick Boy when Devin 
overheard us. 

“What film are you talking about?” 
she asked. 

“ Trainspotting ,” I replied. 

“Never heard of it.” 

“Came out in the mid-’90s? Scottish film? 
About drug addicts?” 

“Drug addicts?!” she responded with a 
scowl. Devin went to help other people. So, 
guys: stare at Deva’s bartenders all you want, 
but don’t bring up drugs—good overall life 
advice, you know?
